For those of you who only have short memory spans, the survay conaisted basically of two questions, the 
first of which wa'li be looking at this month, Ws almply asked you to placa tha alx episodaa of ‘Red Dwarf V' 
in order of merit, and we awarded marks to each episode on s aliding scale depending on your placing. Wa 
were, Incidantaily, complimented by Stave Rogers of Вессіен in Suffolk (so that's where Captain America 
operstss from nowedays) for approaching the survey іл thia way, "Congratulations," he says, “for not ask- 
ing for worst nominstions, '' Quite right too, Steve, tha last thing we want to do is get into slagging off sny of 


the spisodes. 


Anyway, we'll start with the complete 
rubbish of Series V, which has to be 
the senes opener, 'Holoship'. (Only 
jokingi) 


Actually, end In ali seriousness, we did 
receive quite some criticiem for our 
comments on the episode in these 
pages Amongst others, Devid Hughes 
ot Woiverhempton "couldn't disagree 
more with the rating in НОМ The 
episode,” he asys, "showe e previous- 
ly unseen side of Rimmer end ectusiiy 
mekes the viewer tee! sorry for him to 
some extent. The excellent sets ond 
costumes, together with reallstic 
dieiogue and good supporting cast ай 
meke this the classiset episode ot the 
season.” Thet's feir comment Devid, 
which e few othere echoed. However, 
most peopie egreed with us, so poor 
oid 'Holoshlp' came lasti 


Ed Smith of Newcastle wes more 
typicei of voters, feeing thet the 
episode was "neerly as bad as 
"Meitdown'", whilst Gribert the Skutter 
(is that your reel nome?) asked "ere 
you sure it was written by Rob end 
Doug? Meybe they were drunki” Ed, 
incidentaily, eiso asked "When are 
those besterds et the BBC going to 
bring out Series | out on video?” Weli, 
those nice people et the BBC heve pro- 
mised It will be out tor Christmas, so 
don't you feel guiity now? 


Ай In eii then, 'Holoship' was not e very 
well received episode, gemering 
elmost as many last placings as the 
rest of the series put together, despite 
meny fevourabie comments on its 
piothne, effects, costumes end acting. 
Seems the jokes were sorely missed in 
this one 


The asme was, to some extent, true for 
the third episode of the series, 'Terror- 
form', which beet 'Hoioship' to fifth 
place by e hesithy, if not enormous,

mergin. Populer teeiing about ‘Terror- 
torm’ was more or iess summed up by 
Steve Carter of Leemington Spa, Wer- 
wicks, who commented thet it was "ап 
untortunete finel product considering 
Some of the scenes.” 


Indeed, it seems that the tew high piac- 
ings 'Terrortorm' did menege to 
emass were due mostly to one scene 
in particuior, as wes most succinctly 
put by Wendy Creddock from Derby 
"Oo-er, Rimmers body!” Kate 
Holdbrook of Romford, Essex, asked 
for "More of Chris Barrie naked,” 
though we're not sure it thet meens 
more scenes or more of his body, while 
Kim Stephenson of Sutton Coldfieid 
hed to go and take ө cold shower efter 
this episode was shown It is no sur- 
prise then thet meie viewers didn't 
tend to rete this story quite so highiy — 
or at feast, didn't edmit to it. 


Onwerd end upwerde, and we find thst 
‘The Inquisitor’ weighs in next, doing 
quite considerably better then its 
neerest rival The episode, eccording 
to Jeanne Smith of Broadsteire, Kent, 
teatured "greet effects end acience- 
fiction principles, but was bioody bor- 
ing and very iacking in the joke бврал- 
ment.” 


"'| wetch this episode and wonder how 
1 had the nerve to renk It fourth,” 
Jonethen Cragg ot Geinsborough, 
Lincs. teile us. "Then | wetch the 
Othere end see why. Although this 
episode definitely beets any other 
viewing on primetime ТУ, 1 felt it lack- 
ed ө certein vigour to send It up 
another piece in the "Red Dwerf' rank- 
mg” 


Fineily on this episode, Ейеп Moin- 
wood of St Albens geve partcuier 
preise to the ecting ebiithes of "hunky 
Creig Cherles " (Looks like we're beck 
to ogiing the cast's bodies ageinl) 


By e very close mergin, 'Demons end 
Angels’ meneged to beet 'The in- 
quisitor’, reaching third place despite 
— ос perhaps because — the episode 
was "'teetenng on the brink of e 15 cer- 
tificate," et least according to James 
Roberts of Guernsey. Katie Holdbrook 
ot Romford (remember her?) obviousiy 
didn't mind, requesting "More of Chris 
Barne in stockings!" Looks iike the 
classic one-treck mind here, folks. . 


Mre R Spencer of Beeston, Not 
tinghem put 'Demons' et the top of her 
fist. citing the Angels' ‘dence’ as e par- 
ticular favourite scene, whlist Antony 
Mapes of Lymington, Hempshire, 
thought that 'High and Low’ was 
“quite e good episode .. but couid 
have done better,” and asked ue 
where we gol the name 'Demons and 
Angels’ from. Same place as the 
Others, Antony — those big lettera at 
the beginning of the programme 
Seriously, the episode's working title 
ot "High and Low’ was dropped e few 
woeks betore transmission. 


Throughout the counting, there was 
never any real doubt about which 
episodes would take the top two 
pleces - and indeed, there were no 
last minute surpnses. ‘Quarantine’, of 
course, retained а steady grip on the 
second position; "It's ә prime exempie 
ot Grant and Naylor's writing et Из tun- 
niest,’ comments Ben Clews of 
Wymondham, Leics, "greatly enhanc- 
ed by the inclusion of gingham 
dresses, which have been long over- 
due.” (Gasp!) 


We had e few requests here for e 
Mister Flibble doli too, eithough as 
Міккі Eves of Rochdele thinks he is "ө 
авх god”, perhaps these eren't as in- 
nocent as they might seem (it alweys 
comes back to sex, doesn't it?). Vikki 
also mentione thet she is "оле of the 
tew unlucky sods who hasn't seen the 


first series.” Actually Vikki, it sesama 
from the tetters we'va been getting that 
thare ara a few million, though hopeful- 
ly that will be rectified scon!

"Excellent from start to finish," asid 
Sarah Hopper of Maidenhead, 
Barkshira, commanting that "Back to 
Raallty’ was a "classic apisode”, and 
that it "will be watched over and over 
again with pfaasura.”

PETER WRAGG

PW Rob and Doug telt that the 
"Blue Midget’ didn't work very well 
set-wise in tha studio, because it 
became too cramped and it was 
difficult to shoot, so they decided 
they wanted another apaceship 
and it was going to be callad 
"White Midget’. My asslatants did 
some designs, threw in their ideas 
as to whet it might look lika, and 
one of them came up with this sort 
of bug-shepe thing ! took the 
designs along to Rob and Doug 
and they said ‘Oh yash, we like 
this one - ın fact it looks like a 
bug, end we're not going to сай it 
"White Midgat' any longer, we're 
going to cell it 'Starbug' " So it 
changed trom what was originally 
in the scnpt, to suit the design of 
the spaceship itselt 


RDM Do you just hava the ona 
"Starbug', or do you use differant 
modals for different types of shot? 


PW We've got two scales ot 'Star- 
bug', depending on whether we 
want it large in the foreground or 
flying in the distance The lerga 
one, by and large, 15 too big (0 tly, 
apart from by motion control — 
that's where the camera does ail 
the work It's a computerised 
camere, so once you'va made е 
movement, ıt goes into the com- 
puter and then you can repeat that 
movement identicelly avery single 
time, so the model stays stetic by 
and lerge, maybe tilting on its own 
axis or something like that, but the 
cemera does all the rast of tha 
movements Then you create 6 
matt ot the model and you can put 
backgrounds in afterwerds So 
that's how mation control works, 
but it is that much more expensive 
to do, so egein when you get the 
scripts, you have to look at what 
shots ere required, determine the 
best way of echiaving those ahots 
and then decide how you'ra going 
to do them By and large, the 
smaller ‘Starbug’ will be used for 
most ot the flying sequences 
Then, tor the last serias, becausa 
'Starbug' had to be underwster, 
we had to make an underwater ver- 
sion. It had to become a tractor 
vehicle and run along in the 
Swemps, so we had to maka 
another version tor that. Then it 


had to blow up in ‘Back to Reality’, 
so we had to do a veraion that we 
could blow up And that's without 
the other spaceships thet they re- 
quired, like the 'Esperanto' and, in 
other seres, Ace Aimmer's ship 
and so on.

PW tt was Paul McGuinness, ona 
of my assistants, who made that — 
he designed it himself and made it. 
it's all made out of perspex, 
because what we wented to do 
was try and create this idea of a 
hologramatic ship, by making it 
partially transparent i think tha ef- 
fect that we got was great.
